me ſome Gererall Stories of his Father, and- Mr. Oates : 
That they had had mary Privacies together ; but with- 
out naming any Particulars of byſieſſe. And Then he 
rold of one Green ( a Weaver ) that ſeeing his Father 
looking about him in the Court of Requeſts, ( as I re- 
member ) askt him what News ? Dr.Toxge replying,that 
he heard none: Greez made anſwer that he would tell 
Him ſome ; and that there would ſodainly be a Popiſb 
Maſſacre. After which-( lays young Tonze ) my Father 
made an Acquaintance with him , and not long after, follow'd 
the Plot. © Some other wild Diſcourſes Fe made ; but.

Tonge, and two more, ( who are meet Strangers to 
me ) : Mr. Choqueax telling me, that Mr. Tozge had de- 
fir'd him to bring him to me, and that he had ſome- 
thing to acquaint me with. Sir,( ſaid I ) This buſineſſe 
has an Ill face : Twill not medale in any thing looks ſo like 2 
Conſultation. So the two ſtrangers departed, leaving 
the Other two behind ; Sr. ( ſays Mr. Chogueux ) Mr 
Toge has deliver d ſome Enformations already ; and he 
has an Enformation to offer to your ſelf, as a Fuſtice of 
Peace. Gentlemen { Sazd T) ifitbe an Entormation 
ready Drawn, and in your own hand, Mr. Tong ; fo as 
to need no alteration ; if you pleaſe to Inſert a clauſe
